There 
has been an_ increasing

Because of the increasingly 
essential nature of sanitary 
sewers, ways were sought to 
make them affordable for Quad- 
Cityans still lacking such 
service. 

The 75-25 financing plan was 
developed and has been ap- 
proved by the state and federal 
governments if the project 
proceeds on schedule 

Because the potential interest 
rate will have a major effect on 
the cost of the project, attention 
has been given by the com- 
mittee to a Galesburg bond 
issue obtained under the same 
enabling act that is to be utilized 
here 

‘A. clarification issued this 
week by Harry E. Hartman, 
sewer attorney, relates that 
“the City of Galesburg Special 
Service Area Project is not a 
sewer installation but a shop- 
ping mall, the Carl Sandburg 
Mall. The program is for im- 
provements including parking, 
decorative lights, benches and 
brick paving.”

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Job and financial needs 
cited by labor, business 


Illinois must produce 600,000 
new jobs in the next decade at a 
business investment cost of $45 
billion just to stay even with 
anticipated growth in the 
national economy, the board 
chairman of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce said 
during the weekend. 

George S. Trimble, president 
and chief executive officer of 
Bunker Ramo Corp., Oak 
Brook, reviewed the state's 
business climate and economic 
outlook at a meeting of more 
than 60 business, labor, 
political, academic and 
organization leaders at the 
Palmer House, Chicago 

The State Chamber invited 
the leaders to develop and 
coordinate a long-range 
program to improve the state's 
business climate, stimulate 
economic growth and create 
new jobs 

The first meeting of the new 
coalition was called in response 
to a spring State Chamber at- 
titude survey of Illinois business 
men and women who make 
decisions about plant location 
and expansion. It showed over 
80 per cent believe Illinois has a 
poor business climate. 

‘Illinois for many decades 
has experienced sound and 
steady economic growth and for 
a long period of time has been 
considered an attractive 
location for industry,”” Trimble 
told the group 

But now there are disturbing 
signs which indicate Illinois is 
losing Some of its competitive 
advantages. Most of what we

As of this morning, there are 
36 northbound tows backed up 
and 20 southbound tows at 
Granite City Locks and Dam 27, 
a total of 56. 

Workmen have not been able 
to do any repair work on the big 
locks for the past three weeks 
because of the relatively high 
river stage. The river has been 
declining, however, and it is 
expected that repair work will 
resume Monday, the lock 
master said today 

He added that Aug. 15 is the 
nearest target date for work 
completion, but that rains 
changing the river level could 
change this. 

It takes from 50 minutes to 
lock through an average tow to 
an hour and a half for a 
“double” or difficult tow. The 
tow that is now last in line 
headed north will be in the line 
for about four days before it 
gets through the lock 

Work on the repairs must be 
stopped, he said, when the river 
reaches 18 feet at St. Louis.

“For nearly a year, the state 
has been in a financially un- 
stable condition—working 
balances too small to pay all 
bills promptly and to provide 
adequate financial security for 
the state. 

“It is urgent that we seize 
every reasonable opportunity to 
restore the state’s fiscal in- 
tegrity so we can move on to 
fulfill our obligations without an 
increase in taxes. 

"We can no longer afford to 
bury our heads in the sand, as 

my opponent recommends. Our 
state’s financial problems are 
real and must by solved. They 
will not simply disappear. 

“We must begin immediately 
to marshal our resources, to 
revive our economy and to 
control our spending so that we 
can soon return to a sound 
financial footing.

Plant collectors are 4 
strange, determined breed of 
people. 

In the past, they have suf- 
fered plague, attacks by mad 
buffalo, and malaria to bring 
such exotic plants as wisteria, 
forsythia and azaleas to 
America. 

Now, their persistent 
plucking of rare specimens is 
forcing some indigenous 
American plants onto the U. S. 
endangered species list 

As a result of their plucking, 
plus other pressures, more than 
3,000 of 22,000 native American 
plant species are endangered, 
threatened or extinct in the 
wild 

And 7 rare species, including 
the giant fawn lily and the 

-vada primrose, are listed as 
‘commercially exploited.” 

Many of the scarce plants are 
g out because their habitats 
being destroyed—to make 

for farms, strip mines, 
houses, highways and other 

opments. But plant 
collectors, private and com 
mercial, are also taking a heavy 
toll and they are digging up the 
species—such as the in- 
ting Venus flytrap—that 
nost imperiled.

The national Chamber has 
pushed for this kind of law at the 
federal level for a long time.

It propases establishment of a 
procedure for zero-base review 
and evaluation of government

We have a few minor 
suggestions for improvement. 
But, basically, we believe it is a 
good bill and is much needed 

The same idea may spread 
through the states. Colorado 
already has a sunset law on its 
books. So does Georgia. And 
Florida just passed an 
ingenious variation on the same 
general theme. 

The Florida law, called the 
Florida Economic Impact 
Disclosure Act of 1975, requires 
state agencies to justify their 
actions, in cost-benefit terms, 
before taking them.

In New York’s Catskills it is 
illegal to pick gold and pink 
twinflowers. In South Carolina, 
plucking the sea oat is verboten 
because it stabilizes sand 
dunes, and in North Carolina 
the Venus flytrap is protected 

Arizona has ‘‘cactus cops’’ to 
enforce its plant-poaching laws, 
which provide for both fines and 
jail sentences. 

Most plant pickers who evade 
the laws are frustrated, in the 
end, because the specimens 
they pick do not survive in a 
new environment 

Some orchids, for example, 
are so attuned to their habitat 
thay they cannot even be 
transplanted from one woods to 
another, according to a 
National Wildlife report 

What can be done to save 
endangered, vulnerable plants? 
National Wildlife recommends 
four courses of action to NWF 
members 

1. Exercise self-restraint; 
study the endangered lists and 
then, if in doubt about varieties, 
stick to roadside daisies and 
Queen Anne's lace. 

2. Shame the owners of en- 
dangered plants dug from the 
wild with an appeal to reason 
and conscience 

3. Don't patronize florists or 
nurserymen who take listed 
species from the fields 

4. At garden shows, ban 
display of arrangements that 
include prohibited species; give 
preference to seed-grown 
exhibits 

In addition to these voluntary 
actions, several legislative 
steps might be taken 

States. and the federal 
government could tighten laws 
to cut down the taking of rare 
plants. The U. S. Endangered 
Species Act of 1973 applies to 
plants only when interstate 
commerce is involved 

Iso, the government could 

ablish plant preserves 
similar to wildlife refuges, 
where plucking and digging 
would be prohibited.

Rome symposium at Southern 
Illinois University at Car- 
bondale that too little is known 
about the world’s energy use 
and resources to make 
reasonable predictions about 
the future energy situation. 

“We don't know much about it 
now, and we're not likely to 
know much about it in, the 
future,” said Michael Rieber, 
research professor in the 
University of Iinois Center for 
Advanced Computation. 

Speaking during a discussion 
of use of coal to meet the energy 
crisis, Rieber told the audience 
that, in his opinion, “there is no 
energy shortage and there 
never has been."’ He/attributed 
shortages of gasoline and other 
petroleum products in the U. S. 
fdllowing the 1973 Arab oil 
embargo to a “‘fuels shortage,” 
based on a lack of refinery 
capacity and energy ex- 
ploration in this country 
brought on by low oil prices. 

“The question is not why the 
price of Persian Gulf oil is now 
$10 or $12 a barrel, but why it 
was ever $1.65," he said 

Coal is one worldwide source 
of energy that is plentiful. 
Rieber said that the apparent U. 
S. shortage of energy is a 
question of fuel supply versus 
mine safety and environmental 
considerations. 

‘There are supply alter- 
natives for the U. S. and the rest 
of the world, just as long as the 
enviranment is not taken into 
account,” he said. Rieber didn’t 
explain how it could not be 
taken into account. He feels 
there will be enough energy for 
the world's future needs, but it 
will probably be from different 
sources than today, and it will 
be expensive 

“The society of the future—at 
whatever level—will live dif- 
ferently,"’ he said. ‘‘Not 
necessarily worse; just dif- 
ferently. 

Rieber took Club Rome 
thinkers to task for making dire 
predictions for the world’s 
future—especially regarding 
energy use and availability— 
without basing the predictions 
on accurate information (which 
he says doesn’t exist) 

“They come periolously close 
to generating data consistent 
with its (the Club of Rome's) 
own conclusions,” he said. 

Also taking part were Sidney 
Marder, director of the Illinois 
Energy Commission's division 


of energy, and J. Richard 
Freeman of the Peabody Coal : 
Co., St. Louis. : 

Marder traced involvement of 
the Illinois state government in 
coal development and research 
and said he sees coal as an 
intermediate solution to energy 
problems but not the “‘ultimate, 
long-term solution.” 

He said the key problem with 
Illinois coal reserves as a 
solution to energy problems is 
concern with the environment— 
mainly stripmining and air 
quality. This is the main reason 
for emphasis on research in 
coal conversion. 

“If there weren’t problems, 
we'd just burn coal,” Marder 
said. . 

The chief problem with coal 
conversion is that it is ex 
pensive—too expensive for 
either state government or 
private industry to develop by 
itself, “‘and sometimes too 
expensive for both together,”’ he 
said. 

He described the ‘“Coalcon’’ 
coal conversion demonstration 
plant which will be located near 
New Athens in St. Clair County 
and said the great advantage of 
the plant is that—after the 
demonstration phase has been 
completed—other “modules” 
can be added and the plant can 
go into commercial production. 

Speaking for the coal. in- 
dustry, Freeman said ‘‘over- 
selling” of nuclear power in the 
early 1970s, “‘over-severe”’ air- 
quality standards and mine 
safety regulations, and con-» 
version of industry to petroleum 
fuel have combined to keep coal 
production low. 

He said that in order to meet 
President Gerald Ford’s an- 
nounceé goal of energy self- 
sufficiency by 1985, coal 
production must be doubled or 
tripled by that date. He said this 
would require more than 2000 
new mines, 53,000 trained 
miners and massive additions 
of new mining and tran- 
sportation equipment. He put 
the total required investment at 
$21 billion. 

Freeman put recoverable 
coal reserves in Southern 
Illinois and Kentucky at about 
100 billion tons, and said the 
area is a “natural site’ for 
synthetic fuels plants because 
of the combination of available 
coal and location) of major oil 
and natural gas pipelines which 
pass through or near the area. .

Break-up would boost cost of fuel 


To the Editor 

The Senate Judiciary Sub- 
committee on Antitrust 
Monopoly, by a vote of 4 to 3, 
ordered reported to the full 
committee a proposal to break 
up the 20 largest petroleum 
companies. 

No major company would be 
able to engage in more than one 
of the basic phases of the 
petroleum industry produc- 
tion, transportation and 
refining-marketing. 

With some exceptions in 
refining-marketing, those 
major firms now involved in 
two, three or four of these 
operations would be required to 
divest themselves of all but one. 
This is called vertical 
divestiture or » vertical 
dismemberment. 

While there is some question 
as to whether the bill will be 
reported out of the full com- 
mittee, there is a strong 
likelihood an attempt will be 
made to attach the proposal as 
an amendment to some bill 
presently before the Senate. 

This measure must be con- 
sidered either as punishment 
against the oil industry or as the 
first of several steps to break up 
all large companies, hastening 
our way toward ultimate 

onalization of industry and 
socialism.

‘Next, a fact-finding com- 
mittee is launched to find out if 
any improvement really needs 
to be done.

Simple rules 
n courts for 
small claims 


Many people fail to try- to 
collect small debts owed them, 
feeling that the cost of going to 
court will be more than the debt 
justifies, But, according to the 
Illinois State Bar Association, 
the Small Claims Court is still a 
good way to overcome this 
problem. 

Set up under rules of the 
Illinois Supreme Court, the 
Small Claims Court allows a 
person to bring a case involving 
no more than $1,000, exclusive 
of any costs or interest, for a 
nominal filing fee, usually not 
more than $11. 

While some people use a 
lawyer inSmall Claims Court, it 
is not required. On technical 
legal points, the judge acts as a 
referee so that neither party is 
at a disadvantage. 

To get a case on the court's 
docket, the plaintiff pays the 
filing fee and submits a short, 
simple complaint, stating the 
name, address and telephone 
number of both plaintiff and 
defendant, and describing the 
nature and extent of the claim. 

The court usually provides a 
printed form for this purpose. 
Any written documents that 
support the claim should be 
attached to the statement. 

Next, a summons to appear in 
court is served on the defen- 
dant. If it is sent by certified 
mail or served by the sheriff's 
department, the plaintiff pays a 
small fee; in some cases, the 
plaintiff may be able to serve 
the summons. 

The actual hearing, or trial, is 
conducted in an informal at- 
mosphere, each party being 
given the opportunity to state 
his side of the case. 

Even if one of the parties is 
represented by a lawyer, the 
other party should not be at a 
disadvantage, since strict rules 
concerning evidence, objections 
and testimony are not followed. 

In most cases, the judge will 
render the verdict, unless the 
plaintiff wishes to pay the cost 
of a jury.

Scott sues EPA to bar outside lawyers; 
defends his record related to GC Steel 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott a 
Monday he has instructed his 
General Law Division to im- 
mediately sue Richard H 
Briceland, director of the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, and Jeffrey 
River, deputy director, to enjoin 
any “illegal representation of 
the EPA in pollution en- 
forcement cases.” 


The lawsuit, filed in 
Sangamon County Circuit 
Court, seeks a restraining order 
and ‘declaratory judgment 
enjoining Briceland and Diver 
from altering existing practice 
by having the EPA prosecute 
enforcement actions before the 
Ilineis Pollution Control Board 
without the legal supervision of 
the ‘attorney general's office 

Scott said the Illineis Con 
stitution and the Attorney 
General's Act doth specify that 
the attorney general is the law 
officer of the state, having the 
duty to institute and prosecute 
ali actions and proceedings on 
behalf of the state. 

In light of these legal 
provisions, said Scott, Dr 
Briceland and Diver “clearly 


or prosecute 5 
work through the attorney 
"s office.” 

He alleged that Diver 
disregarded the provisions 
when, on May 4, he filed five 
separate actions in the name of 
the state. - 

Seott said his suit seeks to 
enjoin Diver from acting fur- 
ther in these and any future 
cases and “thereby leaving the 
validity of such actions open to 
serious legal question.”” 

Scott said the complaint 
objects to expenditures of state 
tax monies in the EPA budget. 
“These mohies were ap- 
propriated by the General 
Assembly,” Scott asserted, “‘to 
pay the salaries of technical 
assistants, not to pay the 
salaries of litigation attorneys.” 

He said he seeks prompt legal 
resolution of the matter. ‘‘But 
the real question,” said Scott, 
“is why a lame duck ad- 
ministration after five years of 
established practice would 
initiate such a contrary action 
as attempting to prevent the 
state’s chief legal officer from 
carrying out his constitutional 
duty.” 


‘Joy ride’ car 
thefts decline 


Auto theft in Illinois continues 
to be a major problem for law 
enforcement agencies 
Improvements in ignition locks 
have reduced some of the joy 
riding thefts but haven't 
thwarted the pros according to 
State Police officials at the 
Maryville district 11 office 

Police report that about 50,000 
cars were stolen in Lilinots each 
year for the past five years. The 
provisional figures for Illinois 
indicate that a total of 57,371 
vehicles were stolen in 1975. 

Many stolen vehicies are 
transported to other states 
where fictitious titles are 
secured, making it easy for 
them to be sold, the officers 
said. Organized theft rings 
account for a major portion of 
this type of illegal activity. 

According to Sergeant 
William R. Marcuzzo of the 
Illinois State Police Criminal 
Investigation Bureau, joy ride 
thefts seem to be decreasing. 

‘We can determine the 
severity of the problem of joy 
ride thefts by looking at police 
recovery rates,’ Sergeant 
Marcuzzo said. “Most of the 
cars stolen for a joy ride are 
abandoned within 24 hours. 
Thus, Yecovery rates tell us 
what percentage of the problem 
can be attributed to commercial 
thieves or joy riders. 

Five years ago 92 per cent of 
the vehicles stelen were 
recovered, indicating that joy 
riding thefts were high. In 1974, 


that figure dropped to 69 per 
cent an indicator that 
amateurs are stealing fewer 
cars and the pros have stepped 
up their activities. 

‘A spokesman for the National 
Automobile Theft Bureau 
(NATB) said that auto thefts 
are down in the 21 prime cities 
m the United States. 

“That doesn't mean that our 
problems have been lessened 
any," said Bob Sattler of NATB. 
“Jt means that because of 
better locking systems the joy 
rider has given way to the 
professional. What is surprising 
to us is that even with all the 
warnings of the hazards of 
unlocked cars — people still get 
out of their vehicle without 
locking it and in many cases 
leave their keys in the ignition.”” 

Police records show that 30 to 
45 per cent of all stolen cars had 
the keys left in the ignition.

The 
correct fact is our office filed 
and won an anti-pollution suit 
against Granite City Steel in 
1971 in coordination with the 
EPA and the previous ad- 
ministration. % 

“Under the Pollution Control 
Board order in that case, 
Granite City Steel was 
to install millions of dollars in 
anti-pollution equipment. The 
company was given @ two-year 
period to comply, after which 
our office and the EPA worked 
together to lower the emission 
levels even more.

Oral cancer sereening May 19 


The key to curing oral can 
cer—Cancer of the mouth or 
lips—is through early detection, 
according to Dr. J. B. Whitten 
Jr., chairman of the depart- 
ment of pathology at the 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville School of Dental 
Medicine 

A special free screening 
program to help detect oral 
cancer and teach people how to 
examine themselves for the 
disease will he held at the SIUE 
dental school Wednesday, May 
19, from 12 Noon to7 p.m. in the 
dental clinic 

Dr. Whitten said oral cancer 
is much more common in people 
35 years of age, “but it is 
sometimes detected in other 
groups also. 

“People who use snuff or 
chew tobacco have a higher 
incidence of oral cancer," Dr 
Whitten said. “About 35 per cent 
of the population chews 
tobacco, especially those who 
work in factories and cannot 
smoke on the job.’ 

Dr. Whitten said the dental 
school will soon have a brochure 
available to train people for 
self-examination and early 
detection. He explained that 
just as in cases of breast can- 
cer, early detection is the an 
swer for saving lives 

He said that ‘nine-tenths’’ of 
the cases of oral cancer are 
easy to detect. Danger signals 
include: a sore that does not 
heal in the mouth or on the 
lips—or a white, red or bluish- 
black area on the mouth or lips. 

Although there are no 
precisely known causes for 
cancer, Dr. Whitten said, there

Cancer of the mouth or lips is 
not usually associated with 
smoking cigarettes but he said 
avoidance of chewing tobacco, 
pipe smoking, and temperance 
or abstinance from alcohol help 
lessen’ the odds of developing 
oral cancer. 

“Oral cancer is very easy to 
detect by a professional,” he 
said. “If someone looks in a 
person’s mouth and thinks 
something is wrong, the person 
should see a dentist or doctor 
immediately. 

“Most of the sores they might 
see in the mouth are not bad at 
all. But any persistent sore 
should be checked by a 
professional,” he said. 

The actual examination 
during Oral Cancer Screening 
Day'will be done by SIUE dental 
students and faculty. 

The process is simple and 
painless, according to Dr 
Whitten. “We look and feel in 
the patient’s mouth, and if we 
find something that demands 


extra study, the person is ad- 
vised of the steps to take.”” 

Screening Day is being co- 
sponsored by the School of 
Dental Medicine and the 
American. Cancer Society. 
Dental student Marilyn Weaks 
of Peoria, student represen- 
tative for the Cancer Society at 
the SIUE dental school, is 
coordinating the event. 

Miss Weaks said signs will be 
situated on the Alton dental 
campus to help people find 
parking places and the clinic.
